girls in Ohio will attend camps to 
be conducted rhis summer with the 
help of the state 4-H club depart- 
ment, according 
to a statement 


made here by Guy W. Dowdy, as- 
sistant state 4-H club leader at 
Ohio State university. 


Beginning July 6, three district 


camps will attract some 300 older 
boys and girls from about 70 coun- 
ties in the state. 
The camps, 


which_ prepare leaders in 4-H club 
work to assist in forwarding local 
and county club programs, will be 
held at Camp Ohio, at Camp Crag, 
near Brunswick in Medina-co, and 
at the southwest Ohio camp near 
Clifton in Greene-co. 


For eight weeks following the 


district camps, Dowdy said, some 
60 counties in the state will hold 
county 4-H camps which will be at- 
tended by between four and five 
thousand rural boys and girls.
